i) R. CHURCHILL, in a “Get 

ready for the General Elec- 
tion” speech to the Conserva- 
tive Party Conference yesterday 
in London, stated: “At the 
head of our mainmast we 
the flag of free enterprise.” 


Referring to the war, the Prime 
Minister said that should the 
war in Europe end before 
summer—“as it might well do” 
—there would still be required 
of British men and women 
mental toil and physical sweat 
long after. 


“The ever more rapid progress of 
war 2 leads us 
all to that the giant foe 
will be forced into uncondi- 


lies before us, certain and, per- 
haps, near.” 


They had to finish the war against 
Japan and play their part; not only 
as loyal allies of the U.S. and other 
nations in that conflict,. but also to 
regain, as they were regaining, the 
territories which the Japanese had 
wrested from them, Mr. Churchill 
stated. 

“We have,” he said, “to repay 
the injuries they have inflicted, and 
the infernal cruelties they have per- 
petrated upon H.M. subjects, British, 
Australasian, Indian, and 
Malayan alike. They will require an 
intense effort, and no mood of war- 
weariness must prevent us from 
doing our duty to the last inch 
and to the last minute. 

“ Although it will be our ceaseless 
endeavour to hurl our utmost 
strength into the Japanese war, al- 
though we shall have to provide for 
the garriscning of the zone in Ger- 
many which has been assigned to ys 
in ihe discussions with our principal 
allies, nevertheless, we shall have to 
provide for the return to this country 
of very large numbers of our sol- 
diers. They love their country and 
the scenes of their youth and man- 
hood, and they have shown them- 
selves ready to die, not only in de- 
fence of its material satisfaction, but 
for its honour. wish to see old 
England or Scotland or Wales or 
Northern Ireland playing their part 
in the forefront of all the nations in 
battles against tyranny.”

Mr. Churchill said that, if the war 
should end before summer ends, 
war conditions would no longer pre- 
vent the holding of a general elec- 
tion. Should it fall to him to form 
a Government before the general 
election he would seek out, not only 
Conservatives. but men of any or no 
party who were willing to serve. “If 
the verdict of the nation should still
